I3 Washington BeseiRed ! 

The true answer iippears to be that it is ? 
The latest accounts from the Potomac, below 
"Washington, evidence that the river there is 
blockaded, and that a rebel cruiser is out up- 
on it bombardinj; an encampment of the Fed- 
eral troops on the Maryland . '•bore. The pas- 
sage of supplies to the Capital is obstructed, 
and its effect.' are described in the brief state- 
ment that the live stock of the army have 
had to be put on half rations. There is no 
denial of the reports that powerful rebel bat- 
teries line a long stretch of the Viririnia 
shore, and bristle at all the points on it which 
offer the best facilities for annoyance of vessels 
passing up and down. 

Then from the Upper Potomac, we hear of 
a disastrous repulse, which ha.i inflicted upon 
one of our regiments such a loss as has never 
yet been experienced by any similar body of 
men, so far as known, on cither side, before. 
The news of this disaster, now that we have 
the particulars, is rather amazing. The be- 
lief was that our forces had posses-sed them- 
selves of Lcasburg, at least its possession was 
promised us in a few hours. Our army had, 
it was believed, effected the passage of the 
Potomac, and was in such force on the Virgi- 
nia side, fts to defy opposition. Its passage 
across was said to have been facilitated by the 
po>»»s8ion of an isiand, midway, (Harrison's Is- 
land,) where entrenchments had been thrown 
up. Notwithstanding all these flattering re- 
ports, which were generally believed, comes 
the news of Baker's defeat, his regiment hav- 
viug been annihilated, and not only that, but 
the " retirement " of the whole army of the 
tipper Potomac from the Virginia shore, and 
the abandonment of the entrenched island 
between the two shores. "NVe do not suppose 
this immediately threatens 'VN'ashington, but 
its security is not reinsured by this event. 

The Proportions of this Rebellion. — 
The proportions of this rebellion ran only be 
judged by comparinj the strength of the ar- 
mies on both sides with those engaged in other 
modern wars. In the Crimean war there were 
about three hundred thousand men on both 
fides, and in the Italian war about four hun- 
dred thousand, while we have about .seven 
hundred thousand rebel and Union troops in 
the field. No wonder that a war of such 
magnitude shakes all Europe. And y>ct it 
has only just h^gun. 
far have been mere skirmishes 



B^The rhiladelpliia North Ainerioaii 
thus mourn? ov<-r the results of the war and 
the prospects of suppressing rebellion: 
The Bebels Choosing Positions. 
The rebels in front of AV'ashington having 
obtained all the advantages tliat their position 
and defiant attitude could give, are now al- 
lowed to retire leisurely on such other posi- 
tions as they shall choose to take up, anj'- 
where on the road to Richmond. They have 
made our commanders believe that they 
have had an overwhelming force, and have 
' held us in breathless ininiovableness for sev- 
eral months. t,[uite a number of cheap yet 
creditable devices have aidc-d in this novel 
I stylo of warfare, and to any one who ventur- 
ed to doubt that our forces would bo annihil- 
ated by concealed rebels if a forward move 
was made, it was enough to whisper of Bull 
■ ]iun. They have been allowed to bold the 
I country toward Leesburg with a very small 
I force until they got quite ready to retire: to 
. hold AVincheoter and Harper's Ferry in the 
same way, and now thi'V go leisurely back, 
an intact and substantially victorious body, 
until they get where tUey choose to stay over 
winter. 

Tiie singularly weak military position of the 
rebels in Northern Virgina, it will bu insisted 
on by many, should not have been granted to 
them so long with impunity. Their flank on 
the Potomac below Washington was always 
exposed to attack, and a column of a few 
thousand men might have cither cut their line 
of communication with Richmond, or might 
have compelled the withdrawal of a largo 
force from Manassas to defend {he line. It is 
a marvel that no movement has been made 
at least ti) alarm them on that side, and to 
clear away the batteries by which the Poto- 
mac is now blockaded. Again, toward Lces- 
burg and Winchester the same long lino of 
indefensible lliktik has stretched in perfect se- 
I'urity, no attempt being made to hasten a 
withdrawal, and nothing whatever being done 
until the rebels voluntarily retired. With 
our limited knowledge of military affairs, it 
seems to us that a strategist in warfare would 
give almost anything to draw an enemy into 
positions so weak as those the rebels have 
held for months. When retired to the Rap- 
pahannock it will be far more difBcult to act 
against ihem; and if gone to Richmond, it 
will be quite impossible, as will probably be 
thouglit. to make a movement againstthem 
diirinc; the winter. I 
To break the military strength of a rebelj ! 
lion so lonnidaLle as this is not an easy task, 
all will admit, and 6on\e form of contest in 
the Held must be expected. The golden op- 
portunity was when their long weak lines 
reached to Leesburg, Harper's Ferry, and 
Winchester on the north and stretched from 
Fairfax to Norfolk on the South. If we 
could now get them back there, and get over 
the credulity and fear which lead us to believe 
they have two hundred thou-,and men and 
countless masked batteries, a defeat could lie 
inflicted on them which would end the war. 
Their falsehoods and impudence have saved 
them, however, and they retire with no loss 
of men or of prestige, to any new ground 
they may select. 

This mode of conducting the war on our 
side will never end it by force of arms. The 
rebel government may perish of its own 
weakness, but it would be more creditable to 
us to kill it by a suflicient measure of vio- 
lence. If we could do nothing offensive 
when evfcrything they had was exposed, they

The engagemenU thus | ^j,^.^ Virginia mud between them \nd 
Washington will enable them to rest in quiet 
for the winter. A'irginia roads may be use- 
ful in summer, but in winter all familiar with 
them knew that steam power couid not drag 
any army wagon over them. What the au- 
thorities are thinking of as regards a winter 
campaign we know not, but a march of a 
hundred thousand men by land from Wash- 
ington to Richmond, in November and De- 
cember, is next to an impossibility. If the 
Confederates have really broken up their 
main camp at Manassas, and are withdraw- 
nig to the Rappahannock, it is scarcely rea- 
sonable to expect that any conflict of arms 
will take place in eastern A'irginia, other than 
the skirmishing of outposts, which gains 
nothing of political or irencral consequence. 

Those who are .solicitous to see an early 
movement of a decisive character will regret 
that the opportunity for it in front of AVasli- 
ton is lost, and tbiit the end of our troubles 
recedes accordingly. It is altogether doubt- 
ful whether mildness will extinguish so furi- 
ous and tierce a demonstration of rebels in 
arms as this which has flaunted its flag in de- 
fiance for full six months within sight of the 
Capitol. To blockade them is one thing, but 
it is quite another to be blockaded by them. 
The port of Charleston ought to be closed, but 
it seems that it is not, and that as the block- 
ade on our side proves weak there, that of the 
rebels on the Potomac gains strength. We 
do not anticipate an entire reversal of the 
conditions we have endeavored to establish, 
or that Charleston will be wholly opened and 
the Potomac wholly closed. Yet the partial 
iiceomplishiiient of these ends proves that 
there is grave work to 1)0 done by somebody 
before the L'nion is restored. The public are 
looking anxiously to see this work begun. 
The expenditure already made in money and 
men ought to have attained a practical result ■ 
beyond the erection of earth works around 
Washington. Time passes rapidly, and on ' 
the verge of winter the rebels easily and safe- 
ly withdraw into winter quarters, with the • 
obliging infc rniation frequently sent . us thatj 
they are one hundred and fifty to two hu n- 
dred thousand strong, and can whip us out ' 
with the simple reserves they leave to tear up 
the railroad tracks behind them.

B.Young, 
a Union memberof the Legislature from Bath 
county, informs us that, in tho adjoining 
county of Fleming, many persons have been 
apprehended merely on account of their 
Southern sympathies and secession opinion.*, 
without proof or imputation of any overt act 
of treason or aiding treason ; and he says that, 
apprehending tho like treatment, many citi- 
zens of his county who intended to remain 
at home, and had done no illegal act, have 
fled and are joining Breckinridge at Prestons- 
burg. This ]iroceduro, though only retalia- 
tory, seems to us to be inconsistent with Gen. 
Anderson's proclamation, with the spirit of 
our law, antf with prudent policy; and, if it 
shall be persisted in and become general, we 
apprehend it will necessarily bud to the 
augmentation of the Southern force, and to ' 
the exasperation of the civil war in Ken- I 
tucky. 

Mr. Young will explain the object of his 
visit to you on this important subject. He 
may be fully accredited and safely trusted. 
He wants an authentic confirmation of what 
wo believe to be your programme of policy 
concerning the secessionists in Kentucky, so 
as to be able to assure the neutral portion of 
his "Southern Rights" constituents.

Nothing further can bo needed to show 
what the policy of the State in this relation is, 
or that the military authorities are resolved 
to carry out the policy with all possible vigor 
and fidelity. Neither of these two points is 
left in the" slightest doubt. They both stand 
out as plain as the unclouded sun at noonday. 
AVe trust they will have power to secure the 
complete execution of the policy wherever 
the supremacy of the State and nation is re- 
cognized. AVe believe they will. 

The policy is a wise and salutary one. 
Uniting clemency and firmness, as it does, it 
serves to bring our own people more closely 
together, and thus to heal the unhappy divis- 
ions amongst ourselves which constitute the 
most painful as well as the most burdensome 
features of the present strife. Important ef- 
fects depend on the execution of the policy in 
good failli, and nothing but evil can follow a 
departure from the policy. The notion that 
what by a euphemism are sometimes called 
"vigorous measures " offer the true mode of 
gaining over our misguided fellow-citizens is 
a mistake as obvious as it is sad. Conciliatory 
measures with mere errorists, and "vig- 
orous measures" with traitors in the field and 
their abettors, form the only true policy. If 
our armies use "vigorous measures'' effectual- 
ly, there will be no occasion for such meas- 
ures with erring individuals: if our armies 
should not, such measures in that deplorable 
aiiU improbable ovvut would but aggravate 



IS virtually ended for this season. It says 
that " if the army of AVestern A'irginia is not 
largely reinforced very shortly, it will have to 
content itself for the remainder of the season 
with acting on the defensive, " though that,

Wo would have been pleased had the In- 
telligencer summed up tin? result of the cam- 
all paign in AVestern A'irginia. One thing we 
know, that it has been a very expensive affair, 
costing not less than sixty to a hundred mil- 
lions of dollars, augmented beyond what was 
proper Viy official delinquency, red-tapeism, 
and the great difficulties of transportation, 
and procuring supplies for man and beast. 
To offset that, we can say the campaign has 
been a very severe displinarian, and the 
troops that have served in it may be consid- 
ered as fit for any arduous service. They 
may be set down under the class "veterans," 
The campaign has also developed the fact, 
which was snei'red at by the Confederates, 
that Western troojis area inutch any day for 
an equal number of their opponents in the 
field. Indeed, it is about the only place 
where we have denionstrated the superiority 
of our troops to those of the enemy. 

One of the reasons for sending an army in- 
to AVeslern A'irginia w!is to develop and en- 
courage the Union feeling of that section, 
and support the new Government of Pier- 
pont. The first, all will admit, was a grand 
failure. Except in particular localities, on 
the Ohio river, there are no fighting Union 
men in AVestern A'irginia, That is the uni- 
versal testimony of our troops. AVe are in- 
deed told that there arc seven regiments of 
Western A'irginia Union men in the armv. 
That is laughed at by those who are in the 
service in that quarter. There is one A'irgi- 
nia regiment made out of bona-Jide inhabi- 
tants of that section. The others that go by 
the name are recruits drawn from PennsyT- 
vaiiia and Ohio, So far, therefore, as this 
reason for the campaign in AVestern A'irginia 
is concerned, it may be_pnt down as having 
proved a failure of expectations. 

Another reason as we understood, was to 
act in concert with our army on the Pt>tomac, 
and by both divisions moving, the one in a 
southeasti rly direction from the West, and 
the other in a Southerly and south westerly 
direction from AVasliinglon, to crush out be- 
tween them all disunionism in the .State. It 
will be conceded that both, so far have failed. 
The .Army of the Potomac is not as far ad- 
vanced as it was months ago; while that of 
AVestern A'irginia will have to fall back to 
where it started from, to commence the cam- 
paign anew in tho spring. 

So far as the great objects of the campaign 
in AVestern A'irginia areconeerned, it seems to 
us to have been barren of beneficial r>?sults — 
that is, it has failed to accomplish what was 
expected of it. If it has diverted enough 
Confederate troops from the Potomac to have 
saved Washington, it has done that much 
good. Beyond that, besides disciplining and 
hardening our troops, and afl'ording them op- 
portunities to show their valor and endurance, 
we do not see that the results of the campaign 
have been very satisfactory. — Vin. Kny.

The Beaults of Sixteen Years Travel. 

Mr. PetlierUk'a Researches in Central Africa 
atid the Soudan. 



Mr. Pothorick is the former British Consul 
to Aden, who has traveled extensively in 
Africa iind the Soudnn. Uis cxplorntions ex- 
tended from Khartoum, on the White Nile, 
to the regions of the Equator, over a vast 
space, as his sketch map tostilies, and they arc 
noticeable as another contribution to the re- 
cent series which is opcninj^ up by dci^rees 
tile vast African continent. Moreover, im- 
mediate attention is attracted towards them 
by the circumstance that at the very dale of 
the ])ublication of his Iwok ("Kttypl, the .Sou- 
dan and Central Africa") Mr. I'etheriek was 
on the point of starting aj;ain over the same 
track to meet in the indeflnitu regions of the 
Equator, Captains Spcke and Grant, who are 
pushinc; thither from Zanzibar, with a view 
to supply them with his aid and escort down 
the White Nile (with which he is familiar, I 
after thoy have themselves crossed the great 
African watershed. 

Mr. PethoricU entered the eervica of Me- 
lieiiiet.\li 60 longagoas 184'>. and the first part 
of his book describes the various expeditions 
w hich he made in Arahia Petnea, Et;y|>t. and 
Nubia, in search of coal, which the progres- 
sist Pasha was ardently desirous of finding, 
and afterwards of iron, on which he set equal 
store. In the end, the Pasha's project for ob- 
taining coal was unsuccessful, though as re- 
gards iron he was more fortunate, good 
ore having been subsequently found in the 
tMJudan. 

Meliemtt All's Pafijicntor. 
i[r. Pctherick tells some frightful stories of 
the ravages which were committed in the 
Soudan by •' the Deflerdar, " Meheniet Ali s 
Pacificator, who went out to bring the Abys- 
tiiiian 

in making them regardhim as the worst fiend 
who had ever cursed even that unenlightened 
country. An Arab woman came to him one 
day to complain that one of his soldiers had 
robbed her of a pitcher of milk, which he 
drank before her faeu, refusing to pay for it — 
the value being one piastre. On Iwing asked 
if she could recognize the man, and on her 
pointing him out, the Uefterdar told her he 
would convince himself of the truth of her as- 
sertion, which, if false, she should answer with 
the loss of her head. Thereupon heorderedthe 
prisoner to bo thrown upon the ground and a 
JIameluko to cut open his stomach ivith a 
kangar; and as the presence of a quantity of 
milk there was undcnialile, the Pasha, coolly 
throwing a dollar to the terrified complainant, 
remarked to the bystanders that the soldier 
had merited his fate by having, in the first 
in>tance, committed a theft, and afterwards 
told a deliberate lie — both of which acts were 
discracel'ul to a soldier. 

This frightful parody of the judgment of 
Solomon appears, however, to have contented 
him, nor was he in a hurry to sacrifice another 
.soldier to his scrupulous sense of justice. On 
another occasion we are told of a peasant who 
came before him to complain that a soldier 
had stolen a sheep, and whom he answered 
with a " Dog. do you dare to trouble me with 
.such a trifle .' ' Then, "composing himself 
for an instant, and catching a fiy. at which 
he was a great adept, and which in his wick- 
ed moods was a favorite occupation, he order- 
ed his attendants to take the man before the 
Kadi. In a few minutes the ]>mir fellow was 
blown from before the muzzle of a cannon, 
always ready for summary executions in front 
of the Divan, and whicli the Defterdar called 
the Kadi. " Again, when his grooms asked 
him tor new shoes after the feast of the 
liairam, when it is customary for, servants to 
receive presents from their masters, he order- 
ed them to 1)0 shod with iron shoes, and these 
wore actually nailed to the soles of their feet. 
He had been known to tie an Arab to a gun 
to make it poise belter on camel back, and to 
mutilate him in the most horrid ways on tlio 
slightest provocation. Several of his muti- 
lated victims came under the observation of 
Mr. Petheriek, and while relating the sulVer- 
ings they bitterly cursed their barbarous au- 
thor. Mehemet .'Vli, wearied at length with 
the endless complaints of his cruelties, is said 
to have put an end to the life of bis monster 
son-in-law by poison. 

How they get Married in Soudan. 

Among the curious habits of this half-known 
region the peculiarities of the marriage obli- 
gations of the Hassanyeh Arabs are too extra- 
ordinary to be overlooked, but Mr. Pctherick 
assures us that nevertheless they are beyond 
co'ntradictlon. It is the custom to invite a 
large company to the tent of the fiance to 
witness the marriage articles, some of which 
are committed to paper. Merissa, the drink 
of the country, is served without reserve, and 
while it goes round the amount of the dowry 
is fixed, and the curious marital stipulation is 
made, which provides the Hassanyeh with an 
easy equivalent to the offices of the Divorce 
Court. The mother-in-law on these occasions 
draws strongly on tradition and her imagina- 
tion for circumstances corroborative of the 
importance of her family ; and touching on 



lu-i^icrs w'.io had reared his children, had 
been bitten by a serpent at the well ; and so 
i fatal was its venom, that the negress would 
I certainly die. To a request to see her, in or- 
I der to apply some remedy, he replied that it 
' was quite useless, the poison of the serpent 
being deadly. Persisting in my desire, 1 was 
shown into an inner court, w here, extended 
on the ground, I found a powerfully consti- 
tuted woman, past the middle age, in whom 
life was still apjiarent. Speechless, she could 
reply to none of my questions, hut her weeping 
fellow-slaves told "me that the reptile had bitten 
heron the foot. By tlicliglit ofacaiidle Idis- 
covered a few small punctures on the right 
toe, and cutting into them with a razor, the 
blood flowed freely. From a small medicine 
chest I produced a phial of sal ammoniac, with 
which 1 saturated the wound I had made, and, 
mixing a dozen drops in some water, poured 
it down her throat. Then, bicWing her mas- 
ter place her on a couch and cover her up 
well, I left the rest to Providence. Although 
I had eft'eclually cured poisonous scorpion 
wounds, never having had a trial on serpent 
bites, I was by no means certain of success ; 
and while thanking me for my attention, the 
Sheikh and the village wise-acres wore certain 
death would ensue. My first thought in the 
morning was of the sutlering negress, and to 
my astonishment, they told me she was fol- 
lowing her usual occupation of drawing water. 
It is needless to say that the surprise and i 
gratitude of the Sheikh and the inmates of! 
his house wore boundless; and although proud 
of my success, I was glad the departure of! 
our caravan furnished me with an excuse to ■ 
rid myself of the importunities of a cfowd of 
real or pretended invalids. '

The Battle at Edward's Ferry— The Passage of 
the Biver— Ths Death of Col. Baker — Interest- 
ing Details by An Eye-Witness. 
A special dispatch of the 'J.'iA inst., to the 
New York Tribune, gives the following ac- 
count of the battle of Edwards' Ferry, which 
is the most complete and connected that has 
yet reached us : 

A gentleman attached to Colonel Baker's 
Brigade, who witnessed a part of the engage- 
ment, furnishes the following particulars: 
Two battalions, 1,000 men of the California, 
the Tammany and Massachusetts 1.5th Regi- 
ments, crossed on Monday morning at Con- 
rad's Ferry and landed. I'ickets were thrown 
out, and a large force of rebels discovered. 
About 3 o'clock Baxter's, Owen'j, and More- 
head's regiments, of Baker's Brigade, arrived 
at the Ferry, but failed to cross, the only two 
scows used in the morning having been sunk, 
one in the morning while takin;; a cannon 
across, and the other in returning after the 
first repulse, with about a hundred men, who 
jumped on board in the wildest confusion, 
nianv of whom were drowned.

with the chief, they had committed upon the , 
cattle of the neighboring tribes, and a.-.sassina- . 
tioiis of unott'ending men who had fallen into ;

mary dowry in cattle; and dwelt upon the' 
impossibility of their obtaining rain until 
restitution and satisfaction were made. The,j' 
unanimously denied the charges, when I told 
them it was nothing less than I had expected, 
but that 1 was furnished with the means of [ 
satisfying myself of the veracity of their as- 
sertions. The proijif would consist of their I 
restoring me the flies, which I intended to | 
liberate from the bottle I hold. In the event | 
of their succeeding, they should be rewarded j 
with abundant rain, but if one fly escaped, it . 
was a sign of their guilt, and they would be ;

A considerable number had assembled on 
the Virginia side of this ferry when the bat- i 
tie commenced, but it was not considered safe 
to rc-inforce Col. Baker from that point. It ' 
took each scow, with fifty men, over an hour i 
to make a trip; .so that much valuable time j 
was lost, owing to the limited means of ; 
transit. | 

Col. Devins of the Massachusetts Regiment j 
escaped to this side by swimming the river, | 
and many of the troops followed his example. . 
Several were drowned in the attempt, the 
river being fifteen feet deep. 

The enemy was seen in and around a forti- 
fication opposite Edwards' Ferry in the morn- 
ing, and the guns on this side wore opened 
upon them under the personal direction of 
Gen. Stone. At the first fire the rebels struck 
their tents and fled. 

The loss on our side is unquestionably very 
large — larger than that of the enemy. 

Col. Baker's remains, escorted by a squad 
of Van Allen s Cavalry, under command of 
Capt. Young, and accompanied by deceased s 
son, Lieut. Baker, and his brother. Dr. Baker, 
both of whom were in the engagement, arriv- 
ed at the residence of Col. j. W. Webb this 
evening. 

The funeral will take place to-morrow. 
The arrangements have been assigned to 
Brigadier Casey. The body will be interred 
beside that of Gen. Gibson, in the Congres- 
sional burying ground. 

A presentiment of Col. Baker's death came 
fo him on Friday. At night he made his 
will; in the morning he told Mr. Webb that 
ho should be killed within forty-eight hours, 
and asked him to take care of his body. His 
wife is on her way to California. 

Lieutenant Colonel Wistar, of Colonel Ba- 
ker s regiment, was brought from the field 
with a leg, an arm, and his lower jaw shat- 
tered. Assistant Adjutant-General Harvey 
of the brigade, and Capt. Markoe, were cap- 
tured. The brigade returned to its former 
encampment, five miles from Conard's Ferry, 
the same evening. Scopes of men, nearh" 
naked, arrived at the camp yesterday, having 
thrown away their clothes to swim the river. 
Upward of 1,000 were missing yesterday. 

A te legraph from Gen. McClellan at Ed- 
wards Ferry this morning, says that all is se- 
cure, and that no new attack has been made. 

No additional particulars touching the 
killed and wounded had been received. The 
conduct of our men was excellent, and the dis- 
aster, though great, was not so great as at 
first supposed. 

Capt. F. G. Young, of N'ew York, aid to 
Col. Baker, and who was with him when he 
died, gives the following account; 

Gen. Stone ordered Col. Baker, on Sunday 
evening, to have his brigade ready to move 
at 7 o clock on Monday morning. The brig- 
ade was then stationed five miles from Con- 
rad's Ferry. At three o'clock in the morning, 
however, a messenger from Gen. Stone or- 
dered the first battalion, under Lieutenant- 
Colonel Wistar, to move immediately, so as 
t) bo at Conard's Ferry at sunrise, which 
they did, and reported themselves to General 
Stone. 

Orders were then sent from Gen. Stone to 
the battalion, to stand fast until thev should

of State that these vessels be allowed to leave 
Charleston unmolested, on the ground that, 
at the time of their going in, the blockade 
was not effective. 

Wasutsotos, Oct. 2G. 

The rebel steamer Paige is in rather a crit- 
ical situation. She was lying near the cap- 
tured schooner Fairfax yesterday evening, 
and was supposed to be aground. 

On board the flotilla at Indian Head heavy 
firing was heard yesterday afternoon in a 
southeastern direction. 

Two schooni^rs, bound up with stores, ran 
the blockade night before last without receiv- 
ing a shot. 

In the Circuit Court this morning the 
Judges asked the Clerk if there had been any 
return to the writ issued against Gen. Porter, 
the Provost Marshal. The Clerk answered : 
'■There was none. " District Attorney Car- 
rington, in behalf of Deputy Marshal Phil- 
lips, presented a paper, with an aflidavitof Mr. 
Phillips, stating that the writ had not been serv- 
ed, because he had been ordered by the Presi- 
dent not to serve it, because the privilege of 
the writ of habeas corpus had been suspend- 
ed for the present, by order of the President. 

In regard to soldiers in the United States 
army within the District of Columbia, Mr. 
Carrington ofl'ered to submit an agreement to 
the court in behalf of Marshal Phillips, but 
the court announced that it did not propose 
to lake any steps against him. As the return 
presented a gr.-ive ([ueslion, the court desired 
to hold it uniler advisement, and an adjourn- 
ment was made until next Wednesday morn- 
ing. 

While Lord Lyons was prevented by an 
ailment from receiving the invitation to at- 
tend the funeral of Col. Baker in time to avail 
himself of it, the French Minister similarly 
excused himself to the Secretary of Slate, and 
tl\e Envoy from Prussia says bis absence on 
that occasion was caused by indisposition, for 
which he expresses regret. 

The Ited \Ving came up from the flotilla 
last night, bringing up Capt. Fox, Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy, and at one o'clock she 
left the "navy yard to join the flotilla. It is 
reported thai the ice boat which has a fine bat- 
tery of 4 guns, and another steamer ran up past 
the" Matthias Point battery.

Since the encounter at Falls Cross roads the 
rebels have been emboUlened, and are again 
reported to be at Fairfax Court-House in 
force.

Capt. Stewart of Gen. Stone's staff came 
with a message to Col. Baker to hold his 
ground, as Gen. Gorman, with 5,000 men, 
was marching from Edwards' Ferry to rein- 
force him.

General Orders, No. 3. 

Headquarters Kentucky Militia, 

ADJUTANT General's Office, ') 
Frankfort, Oct. 23, 1861./ 

The General Assembly of the Common- 
monwcalth of Kentucky, at its late session, 
passed the following act : 

CHAPTER 188. 
An act fo prohibit t lie sale or gift of intoxica- 
ting liquors to officers or soldiers. 

? 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the Cotfimonieealth of Kentucky. That it 
shall be unlawful for any one lo sell to any 
officer or soldier any intoxicating liquor w ith- 
in five miles of any military camp; and if 
any person shall, within five miles of any 
military camp, sell anj' intoxicating liquor lo 
any officer or soldier, he shall be fined in a 
sum not less than ten nor more than one hun- 
dred dollars for every such offense. Any 
commissioned officer of a camp may have an 
offender against this act arrested and carried 
before a justice of the peace, who shall, as a 
court of inquiry, hold the party arrested to bail 
to answer before the circuit court, or discharge 
him, as the proof may require; I'ruxidetl, 
Tiiat nothing in this act shall prevent the 
purcha.se of liquor by the medical depart- 
ment of the army. 

'i 2. This act to take effect from its pas- 
sage. 

Approved October 3. I8fil. 
The attention of all civil and military offi- 
cers of this Cominonwealtli is earnestly clirect- 
cd lo the provisions of this statute ; a rigid 
enforcement of its provisions is demanded by 
every friend of the soldier, and is indispen- 
sablo to the public peace. Bv order.

Whereas, Kentucky has been invaded by 
the forces of the so-called Confederate Stales, 
and the commanders of the forces so invading 
the State have insolently prescribed the con- 
ditions upon which they will withdraw, thus 
insulting the dignity of the Stale by demand-

That General Robert 
Anderson, a native Kentuckian, who has been 
appointed to the command of the Department 
of Cumberland, lie requested to take instant 
command, with authority and power from 
this Commonwealth to call out a volunteer 
force in Kentucky for the purpose of repelling 
the invaders from our soil. 

3. Resolved, That in using the means which 
duly and honor require shall bo used to expel 
the invaders from the soil of Kentucky, no 
citizen shall be molested on account of his 
political opinions; that no citizens' property 
shall be taken or confiscated because of 
such opinions, nor shall any slave be set 
free b.v any military commander, and that all 
peaceable citizens and their families are enti- 
tled to, and shall receive the fullest protection 
of the Government in the enjoyment of their 
lives, their liberties and their property. 

4. Remlvcd, That His Excellency, the Gov- 
ernor <'f the Commonwealth of Kentucky, be 
requested to give all the aid in his power to 
accomplish the end desired by these resolutions, 
and that he call out so much of the military 
force of the State under his command, as maj- 
be necessary therefor, and that he place the 
same under the command of Gen. Thomas L. 
Crittenden. 

5. Resolved, That the patriotism of every 
Kentuckian is invoked, and is confidently re- 
lied upon to give active aid in the defense of 
the Commonwealth. 

Have this day been passed by both Houses of 
the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky, the Governor's objections thereto 
lo the contrary notwithstanding, and are there- 
forethe law of the land, I do hereby issue this 
my proclamation, enjoining all officers and citi- 
zens of this State to render obedience to all 
the requirements of .said resolutions, and in 
obedience thereto, I have ordered Gen. Thom- 
as L. Crittenden to execute the purposes con- 
templated b.y said resolutions; and I hereby 
require all citizens of Kentucky subject to 
military duty to obey the call which the said 
Gen. Crittenden may make upon them in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of said resolu- 
tions.

Proclamation by the Governor. 

Whereas, the following Act, to-wit: 
An act ta raise volunteer forees to repel the inva- 
sion of the Slate, ana for other purposes. 

^ I. Be it enacted by the General Assenibly nf the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That as the soil of 
the State of Kentucky has been invaded by 
armed forces, acting under the authoriiy of the 
so-called Confederate States ; theieforc", for the 
purpose of repelling said invasion, the (Governor 
of the State of Kentucky is hereby directed to 
issue bis proclamation forthwith, calling out not 
less than forty thousand soldiers, residents and 
citizens of Kentucky, between the ages of eigh- 
teen and "forty-five years, to be mustered into the 
service of this Commonwealth for any term of 
service not less than twelve months nor mor* 
than three years, from the time tbey were uiue- 
lered into service, unless sooner discharged. 

^ '2. That the Governor be, and he is hereby, 
auilioiized, in order to raise said force, to accept 
of the services of any volunteer companies who 
shall, within three moiilhs from the date of his 
proclamation, tender their services ; and he shall 
commission for that purpose all officers duly elect- 
ed by the companies aforesaid, necessary and 
proper for the command of such volunteers. 

^ 3. That all volunteer officers, non-commis- 
sioned officers, musicians, and privates, whose 
service may be tendered and accepted under the 
provisions of this act, shall be mustered into ser- 
vice at such places of rendezvous in the Con- 
gressional District in which they volunteer as the 
General in the field shall appoint by bis orders; 
and when so musttred into service, shall be then 
and there entitled to receive in advance one 
months pay, to be taken and considered as pari 
of their p.iy. 

§ 4. That the forces to be raised and organ- 
ized, as provided for by this act, shall, when 
mustered into service, be under the command of 
the General conimandiag the State forces in the 
field. 

§ 5. That the Governor be also authorized to 
accept the services of fifteen hundred men, in ad- 
dition to the forty thousand men provided for by 
Ibis act, one thousand to be used as sharp shoot- 
ers and scouts, and five hundred to be used as 
horsemen and scouts, they furnishing their own 
horses : Pruvideit, That no person shall be ac- 
cepted in this arm of the service unless his skill 
and capacity have been tested by the General in 
command, or such officer as he may detail for 
that purpose : And provided also. That such per- 
sons shall receive five dollars per month of extra 
pay 

§ 6. That each horseman, for the services of his 
horse, shall receive five dollars per month, and 
in case his horse is killed by the enemy, he shall 
be paid the value of the horse, not exceeding one 
hundred and fifty dollars. 

^ 7. That the commander in the field may or- 
ganize individuals who tender themselves into 
companies, and such companies a.' may tender 
themselves into Sfjuadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, and permit them to elect their officers, 
who shall, when so elected, be commissioned by 
the Governor on the certificate of the General 
commanding. 

^ 8. That the Governor is authorized to ac- 
cept the services of sipiadrous, battalions, and 
regiments, when tendered as such, and commis- 
sion the oflicers elected by the squadrons, bat- 
talions, and regiments so organized ; the election 
of officers by any company, battalion, squadron, 
or regiment shall be superintended and conduct- 
ed by any justice of the peace, or judge of the 
county court, who may be called on for that 
purpose ; anil such justice or judge shall certify 
to the Military Bonixl the names of the officers 
elected, and for what office each is elected, and 
thereupon said Board, if they approve the pro- 
ceedings, shall certify to the Governor the names 
of the officers elected, and what office they have 
been respectively elected to fill, who shall issue 
commissions in conformity to such certificate. 

^ U. That the commanding General shall be 
entitled to appoint and employ such staff officers, 
and with such rank, as the Inspector General is 
empowered to appoint by the 14th section of the 
3d article of the act, enlilleil ".An act for the 
betteroriranizalion of the Kentucky militia," ap- 
proved March 5, lb60 ; and he shall have the au- 
thority conferred on said Inspector General 
by the 10th, 11th, and 12ib sections of said ar- 
ticle of said act. 

§ 10. The troops raised under this act shall be 
organized into sc|U:i(lrons, bnttalions, regiments, 
brigades, and divisions, and have the same num- 
ber of oflicers for each squadron, battalion, regi- 
ment, brigade, and division, as are allowed in 
the army of the United States, and shall receive 
the same pay and rations as are allowed the troops 
of the Unite<l States of the same rank and grade. 
When brigades and divisions are formed out of 
the troops so raised, they shall be officered accord- 
ing to existing laws. 

i 11. 'i'his act to be of force from its passage.
